THE MINIMUM 
WAGE LAW 
The new minimum wage law, enacted by Congress 
earlier this y ear, went into effect on May 1. 
Predictably , the law, for all its good intents, already is 
causing significant unemploy ment among some groups 
that need employ ment the most. 
For the first time, domestic workers are included in 
the minimum wage provisions. There is no doubt that 
these low- income workers will find it increasingly 
difficult to find employ ment at the $1.90 minimum 
that must be' paid them. 
And, as summer approaches, the Labor Department 
reports that, from all indications, teenagers find it very 
difficult to find jobs. One key reason for low earnings 
among the y oung in the past has been that their 
employ ment has included a considerable element of 
on- the - job training. Now, however, they must be 
paid the same as adults and many employ ers will opt 
for experienced workers rather than these y outhful, 
inexperienced job seekers. 
Unemploy ment rates for the y oung are already far 
too high and last y ear averaged three to four times the 
overall national unemploy ment rate. President Nixon 
warned last fall in vetoing the first minimum wage bill 
passed by Congress that, unless a special exemption 
was made for hiring the y oung, a minimum wage bill 
would “ delay — or even prevent — their start toward 
econom ic 
improvement, 
and 
create 
greater 
demoralization for the age group which should be most 
enthusiastically involved in America’s world of work.” 
Employ ers face their own special problems from 
the new law. Farm workers’ wages, at a minimum of 
$1.30 prior to May 1, will go up more than one-third, 
to $1.80, by J anuary 1, 1975. Their minimum will 
reach $2.30 by 1978. Workers in most other categories 
must be paid $2.10 by next J anuary and will be paid 
$2.30 by J anuary 1, 1976. 
The minimum wage law must be respected and 
obey ed. At the same time, however, we urge Congress 
to take a hard look at its potential negative effects 
with a view toward altering the law in the near future 
if it appears necessary .

the six- minute Louvre. It was 
exactly 20 y ears ago to the day 
that a y oung American student 
named Peter Stone amazed the 
world by going through the 
Louvre museum in five minutes 
and 19 seconds. 
As every one knows, there 
are only three things worth 
seeing in the Louvre museum - 
the Venus de Milo, the Winged 
Victory and the Mona Lisa. 
The rest of the stuff is all junk. 
For y ears tourists have been 
try ing to 
get through the 
Louvre as quickly as possible, 
see those three things and then 
go out shopping again. 
Before World War II, the 
record for going through the 
Louvre was seven minutes and 
14 seconds. But after the war, 
as clothes got lighter and 
cameras got smaller, people 
kept cutting down the time, 
and in 1948 a man known as 
the Swedish Cannonball, paced 
by his Welsh wife, did it in six 
minutes and 12 seconds. For 
the first time, there was serious 
talk of breaking the six- minute 
Louvre. 
But it was to be four more 
y ears. On J une 18, 1954, Peter 
Stone, under perfect tourist 
conditions, 
literally 
flew 
through the Louvre, around 
the Venus de Milo, up past the 
Winged Victory , down to the 
Mona Lisa and back out again 
into a waiting taxi. He achieved 
the impossible, bringing fame 
and wealth to himself and 
glory to his country . 
President 
Eisenhower 
personally sent him a telegram 
which read: “ I rejoice with all 
Americans at y our amazing 
feat. You’re what the United 
States is all about.” 
So here I was 20 y ears later 
at the Louvre museum with 
Peter Stone to relive that great 
moment in history . 
Stone, now middle- age, 
paunchy 
and 
slightly gray , 
went unrecognized by most of 
the tourists who were going 
through the Louvre. As we 
went over the same course, he 
noted, “ It’s all different now. 
There are very few American 
:ourkls any more, and it’s only 
i matter of time before the 


J apanese will take the record 
iway from us.” 
“ Peter, I was there the day 
y ou broke 
the six- minute 
Louvre,” I said. “ I remember 
y our telling me at the time that 
y ou were going to do it. What 
made y ou so sure?” 
“ I 
had 
d is c o vered 
something that nobody else 
knew,” he said as we walked 
iround the Venus de Milo, 
‘and that was y ou didn’t have 
;oo pay admission on Sunday 
mornings 
to 
get into 
the 
Louvre. In that way , I could 
cut 20 seconds from my time. 
The second thg I did was leave 
the film out of my camera. I 
carried less weight than other 
tourists. 
Finally , 
I 
had 
developed a nonskid sneaker in 
the States so I could make the 
sharp turns around the Winged 
Victory without slipping on 
the marble.” 
We walked up the marble 
staircase 
past 
the 
Winged 
Victory . “ This is where I made 
up 30 seconds,” Peter said. 
“ Most tourists look at the back 
of the Winged Victory , but I 
said to my self, ‘If y ou ’ve seen 
one Winged Victory , y ou’ve 
seen them all,’ and I just 
whizzed by without stopping.” 
“ What did y ou do after y ou 
broke the 6-minute Louvre?” I 
asked Peter. 
“ I 
did 
some exhibition 
running at the Prado in Spain 
and 
the 
Tate 
Gallery 
in 
London. The Russians invited 
me 
to 
run 
through 
the 
Hermitage in Leningrad. It was 
the first tiem the Soviets had 
ever asked an American to race 
through one of their museums. 
But it was during the height of 
the cold war and J ohn Foster 
Dulles wouldn’t let me do it.” 
“ So here it is 20 y ears later. 
What happens to a Louvre 
champ as time goes on?” 
Peter replied: “ The legs go 
first, then the wind and finally 
the ey es. I doubt if I can get 
through 
the Louvre in 10 
m in u te s 
now 
in

condition.” 
We arrived at where the 
Mona Lisa hung when Peter 
had broken the record. The 
picture wasn’t there! I asked an 
old guard, “ Where is the Moha 
Lisa?”

Lesson No. 8 - Country Riding Safety 


Riding your bike in the country can be one of the most 
enjoyable adventures of biking. Before going on a bike trip in 
the country, it is wise to “check-out” all mechanical func­ 
tions of your bicycle and make sure that everything is 
working in good order. If you don’t do this, you may find 
yourself stranded a long way from home. Remember, even 
the captain of an airliner checks-out his plane before taking 
off, because he knows that he is responsible for anything that 
may happen to it, himself and others who may be flying with 
him. 
Often when boys and girls go biking in the country they 
want to take along some supplies; food for an outdoor lunch 
the way, raincoat, a tent if they plan to be out over night, or 
other things of use on a trip. Anything you wish to take with 
you should be wrapped and carried on the back luggage 
carrier of your bike, and securely strapped down. This is to 
prevent the possibility of loose items getting tangled in the 
rear wheel or the bike chain. 
When selecting the route you will take for your trip avoid 
highways you know are very busy. Of course, never travel on 
an interstate highway, as bicycles are not allowed on them. 
Now, even though you are traveling on a highway that isn’t 
very busy, you must remain just as alert as you are when you 
are riding in city streets. ALL traffic signals MUST still be 
obeyed. STOP signs still mean STOP, and do not fail to heed 
them. Think of it this way: if there is very little traffic and 
you are approaching a country stop sign and you see no cars 
coming from either direction. If you proceed through the stop 
intersection without stopping you are still taking a big 
chance. A car could easily come up over a hill, from one of 
the other directions, and if it were moving at high speed, it 
could be at the intersection in a few seconds. 
The main thing to remember in country biking is that cars 
are traveling at higher speeds by far than they are in the city. 
This means that you must be extra cautious that you are 
riding WITH traffic, staying to the extreme right side of the 
road. Often you will see people on bikes riding on the far left 
side of the road, directly toward the oncoming traffic. This is 
WRONG! Do not do it! It is very dangerous. 


If the weather becomes dark and cloudy, use your lights! 
Don’t wait for it to become completely dark....a fast-moving 
car needs several hundred feet to see you! Make sure that 
you have on light colored clothing for all country riding. 
Never, under any circumstances, ride in the middle of the 
road or do bike trick-riding in the country on the highway. 
There are too many hills and valleys that could hide an ap­ 
proaching car from your vision, and you from the driver’s 
vision. 
In country riding there are many occasions when you will 
want to stop and rest. Do your resting well back away from 
the highway. A speeding car could go out of control and go off 
the road quite easily, and if you were sitting right at the edge 
of the roadway you could be hit. 
When you are riding in a group of other bicyclists, always 
ride SINGLE FILE! Never ride side-by-side! Many 
bicyclists have been killed because they did not obey this rule 
for safe country biking! 


QUESTIONS 


When riding in the country you can forget 
about traffic rules, if there are very few 
cars on the road.. 


Riding INTO traffic, on the left side of 
the road, is safe in the country. 


When riding in a group of bicyclists, 
you should always ride in single file. 


One BIG reason you must be especially 
careful in the country is because cars 
are traveling at higher speeds than in 
the city. 


It is o.k. to do trick riding way out 
in the country, if you don’t see anyone 
coming.

THE MINIMUM 
WAGE LAW 
The new minimum wage law, enacted by Congress 
earlier 
this 
year, 
went 
into 
effect 
on 
May 
1. 
Predictably, the law, for all its good intents, already is 
causing significant unemployment among some groups 
that need employment the most. 
For the first time, domestic workers are included in 
the minimum wage provisions. There is no doubt that 
these low- income workers will 
find it increasingly 
difficult to find employment at the $1.90 minimum 
that must be' paid them. 
And, as summer approaches, the Labor Department 
reports that, from all indications, teenagers find it very 
difficult to find jobs. One key reason for low earnings 
among the young in the past has been that their 
employment has included a considerable element of 
on- the - job training. Now, however, they must be 
paid the same as adults and many employers will opt 
for experienced workers rather than these youthful, 
inexperienced job seekers. 
Unemployment rates for the young are already far 
too high and last year averaged three to four times the 
overall national unemployment rate. President Nixon 
warned last fall in vetoing the first minimum wage bill 
passed by Congress that, unless a special exemption 
was made for hiring the young, a minimum wage bill 
would “delay — or even prevent — their start toward

lesson No. 8 • Country Riding Safety 


Riding your bike in the country can be one of the most 
enjoyable adventures of biking. Before going on a bike trip in 
the country, it is wise to “ check-out” all mechanical func­ 
tions of your bicycle and make sure that everything is 
working in good order. If you don’t do this, you may find 
yourself stranded a long way from home. Remember, even 
the captain of an airliner checks-out his plane before taking 
off, because he knows that he is responsible for anything that 
may happen to it, himself and others who may be flying with 
him. 
Often when boys and girls go biking in the country they 
want to take along some supplies; food for an outdoor lunch 
the way, raincoat, a tent if they plan to be out over night, or 
other things of use on a trip. Anything you wish to take with 
you should be wrapped and carried on the back luggage 
carrier of your bike, and securely strapped down. This is to 
prevent the possibility of loose items getting tangled in the 
rear wheel or the bike chain. 
When selecting the route you will take for your trip avoid 
highways you know are very busy. Of course, never travel on 
an interstate highway, as bicycles are not allowed on them. 
Now, even though you are traveling on a highway that isn’t 
very busy, you must remain just as alert as you are when you 
are riding in city streets. ALL traffic signals MUST still be 
obeyed. STOP signs still mean STOP, and do not fail to heed 
them. Think of it this way: if there is very little traffic and 
you are approaching a country stop sign and you see no cars 
coming from either direction. If you proceed through the stop 
intersection without stopping you are still taking a big 
chance. A car could easily come up over a hill, from one of 
the other directions, and if it were moving at high speed, it 
could be at the intersection in a few seconds. 
The main thing to remember in country biking is that cars 
are traveling at higher speeds by far than they are in the city. 
This means that you must be extra cautious that you are 
riding WITH traffic, staying to the extreme right side of the 
road. Often you will see people on bikes riding on the far left 
side of the road, directly toward the oncoming traffic. This is 
WRONG! Do not do it! It is very dangerous. 


If the weather becomes dark and cloudy, use your lights! 
Don’t wait for it to become completely dark....a fast-moving 
car needs several hundred feet to see you! Make sure that 
you have on light colored clothing for all country riding. 
Never, under any circumstances, ride in the middle of the 
road or do bike trick-riding in the country on the highway. 
There are too many hills and valleys that could hide an ap­ 
proaching car from your vision, and you from the driver’s 
vision. 
In country riding there are many occasions when you will 
want to stop and rest. Do your resting well back away from 
the highway. A speeding car could go out of control and go off 
the road quite easily, and if you were sitting right at the edge 
of the roadway you could be hit. 
When you are riding in a group of other bicyclists, always 
ride SINGLE FILE! 
Never ride side-by-side! 
Many 
bicyclists have been killed because they did not obey this rule 
for safe country biking'
